Few people get the chance to see their dreams realized in their lifetime. 
After 14 years as owner of the Giants, Bob Lurie got to live a part of his 
greatest hope for his ballclub on October 9, 1989, as he watched, along with 
62,000 fans, while his team captured its first National League pennant since 
1962. 

With four straight winning seasons, a pair of division titles and one World 
Series appearance over the last four years, Lurie has built his baseball 
organization to the same successful level that his other business endeavors 
have enjoyed. On September 18, 1985, Lurie ushered in the new era of Giants 
baseball by naming Al Rosen as the organization's President and General 
Manager. Rosen brought in field manager Roger Craig and just two short 
years later the Giants went from last place to first place in the National 
League West and came within one game of the World Series. After remaining 
in contention late into the summer of an injury-riddled 1988 campaign, the 
team rebounded last season with its second NL West crown in three years 
and soundly defeated the National League East Champion Chicago Cubs 
four games to one in the League Championship Series. 

Never satisfied with second best, Lurie's efforts with his baliclub point 
towards a return to the World Series and a World Championship trophy. His 
often-renewed pledge to place the Giants in a state-of-the-art Major League 
playing facility continues a priority, with a Bay Area home still number one 
on his list of preferences. 

Lurie assumed the ownership of the Giants on March 2, 1976 after buy- 
ing the team in partnership with Arizona cattleman Bud Herseth and prevent- 
ing a planned sale to Labatt’s Breweries and an impending move to Canada. 
He became the club's sole owner when he bought out Herseth's interest in 
1978. 

A well-respected member of baseball's ownership fraternity, Lurie has 
served on a number of Major League and National League committees dur- 
ing his tenure in the game. Known for his ability to build a solid front office 
and staff, Lurie arrived at the right combination of leaders on the field and 
off when he tabbed Al Rosen as his third general manager and Roger Craig 
as his seventh field boss. 

Born January 18, 1929, Lurie is the son of San Francisco financier Louis 
R. and Babette Lurie. 

Lurie is a vigorous participant in a variety of civic and charitable affairs. 
In addition to his duties with the Lurie Company and his chairmanship of 
the Giants, he is the President of the Louis R. Lurie Foundation and is on 
the board of directors of the National Athletic Health Institute . In 1989 he 
served as the chairman for the prestigious Victor Awards. 

Bob and his wife, Connie, make their home in San Francisco. 


President 
and General Manager 


What a remarkable renaissance the Giants have enjoyed in the four-plus 
years since Al Rosen was hand-picked by owner Bob Lurie to be the club's 
president and general manager. A National League pennant . . . twodivi- 
sion championships . . . four straight winning seasons . . , all-time fran- 
chise home and road attendance records . . . revival of baseball's once and 
future top farm system. ..a safe, comfortable, family-oriented ball- 
park . . . vastly expanded community services andinvolvement . . . The 
list goes on and on. 

The 1987 Sporting News, United Press International and Baseball America 
Major League Executive of the Year, Rosen has molded the Giants in his 
image from top to bottom, with a hardball approach throughout the entire 
organization both on the field and off. 

Whenever a weakness surfaces, Rosen acts swiftly to remove it and move 
forward. Rosen suited up 44 different players in Giants uniforms during 1989, 
including the celebrated acquisition of premier reliever Steve Bedrosian in 
June. Other significant 1989 transactions included a pre-season trade for 
catcher Terry Kennedy, mid-year deals for Ken Oberkfell and Pat Sheridan, 
and the signing of Bob Knepper upon his release from the rival Houston 
Astros. 

Following last season, Rosen gave the Giants what is arguably the 
National League's strongest outfield when he inked free agent right fielder 
Kevin Bass to a three-year deal and improved the team's infield and pinch- 
hitting strength by coming to a two-year agreement with veteran Dave Ander- 
son. In 1988 he signed leadoff man Brett Butler to a two-year contract, and 
traded in midseason for Donell Nixon and Ernest Riles, In 1987, his second 
full year in command, he engineered trades for Kevin Mitchell, Don Robin- 
son, Rick Reuschel, Dave Dravecky and Craig Lefferts. 

Immediately after being named to his new post on September 18, 1985, 
Rosen began the turnaround of the Giants by choosing Roger Craig as his 
field manager. 

Recognized for his talent and dedication as a player, Rosen has brought 
those qualities with him to the front office. After spending his entire ten-year 
Major League career in Cleveland (1947-56), Rosen put in 20 years with the 
brokerage firm of Bache and Company. He was Vice President of the firm's 
Cleveland offices when he returned to baseball in 1978 as the President of 
the New York Yankees. He was in New York for 1978 and 1979, before tak- 
ing a similar position with the Houston Astros, which he held until joining 
the Giants in 1985. 

A lifetime .285 hitter with 192 home runs and 717 RBIs, Rosen was a four- 
time All Star and unanimous pick as the American League's 1953 Most 
Valuable Player in 1953, after hitting .336 and leading the league in home 
runs (43), RBIs (145), runs scored (115), total bases (367) and slugging per- 
centage (.613). 

A Leap Year baby, Rosen was born February 29, 1924 in Spartanburg, 
South Carolina and raised in Miami, where he picked up the nickname 
“Flip” playing sandlot ball as a youngster. Al and his wife, Rita, make their 
home in San Francisco. They have five children— Robert, Jimmy, Gail, David 


and Andy. 
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Vice President, Baseball Operations 


A longtime colleague and teammate of Al Rosen, Kennedy is one of base- 
ball’s senior statesmen, with more than four decades of professional 
experience as a player, manager and front office executive. Now in his fifth 
year with the Giants as Rosen's top baseball adviser, Kennedy scouts and 
evaluates top Major League talent and lends his expertise to Rosen on deci- 
sions affecting trades, player acquisitions and development, scouting and 
administration. 

Prior to coming to the Giants, Kennedy served as Rosen's right-hand man 
for four years in Houston, where he advised Rosen in trade discussions and 
scouted players throughout the major leagues. The General Manager of the 
Chicago Cubs from 1977-81, he has also been an executive with the Seat- 
tle Mariners (1976), St. Louis Cardinals (1969-1976) and Cleveland Indians 
(1959-1961). A native of Chicago, Kennedy served as manager of the Cubs 
from 1963 to 1965 and was the first skipper of the Oakland Athletics when 
the franchise moved West in 1968. He compiled an overall managerial record 
of 264-278, with his best mark of 82-80 as manager of the 1963 Cubs. 

Bob enjoyed a successful Major League career with the White Sox, 
Indians (where he was a teammate of Rosen's), Orioles, Tigers and Brook- 
lyn Dodgers finishing with a career batting average of .254 with 63 home 
runs and 514 RBis. Primarily an outfielder, he also saw considerable action 
at third base and limited play at first, before joining the service as a World 
War II pilot with the Marine Corps (1942-1945), 

Kennedy and his wife, Claire, have five children —Robert Jr. (a scout with 
the Giants), Terry (the Giants catcher), Colleen, Christine and Kathleen, and 
14 grandchildren. The Kennedys reside in Mesa, Arizona. 


Vice President, Scouting 


Bob Fontaine, another of the game's most venerable and best-known 
figures, is now in his 49th year of professional baseball, dating back to the 
signing of his first contract in the Brooklyn Dodgers’ system in 1941. Fontaine 
is entering his tenth season as the Giants top offical for scouting, supervising 
the assignments of and reporting procedures by more than two dozen full- 
time scouts. 

After eight years in uniform, Fontaine became one of the legendary Branch 
Rickey’s youngest scouts and proteges, before entering the armed forces 
in 1943. Bob was an assistant consultant to the General at Marana Air Force 
Base in Tucson, Arizona from 1943 until 1946. In 1950, he followed Rickey 
to Pittsburgh, where he spent the next 18 years, before joining the expan- 
sion San Diego Padres in 1969. By 1977, Fontaine had become San Diego's 
General Manager, a post he held until he joined the Giants after the 1980 
season. Fontaine is perhaps best known for spotting such luminary talent 
as Willie Stargell, Dave Winfield and Ozzie Smith and being directly respon- 
sible for the drafting of Will Clark, Matt Williams and Robby Thompson. 

A native of San Jose, Fontaine attended Bellarmine High School prior to 
signing with the Dodgers. He and his wife, Laura, reside in Poway, Califor- 
nia. They have six children—Sandra, Carol, Nancy, Lori, Bobby and Rick, 
and ten grandchildren. 
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Vice President/Assistant General Manager 


Ralph Nelson is in his 15th year with the Giants, and his fifth as the top 
baseball administrative member of Al Rosen's cabinet. Nelson serves as 
Rosen's facilitator for player transactions, acquisitions and contractural mat- 
ters, and supervises daily operations of the Major League clubhouse staff, 
along with minor league and player development administrations. 

Nelson joined the Giants as a publicity intern in 1976. He was named 
Traveling Secretary and Statistician in 1980 and Minor League Administrator 
in 1983. After supervising a complete re-vampment of the Giants’ farm and 
scouting systems, he was named to his current position by Rosen follow- 
ing the 1985 campaign. 

A native of Harvey, Illinois, Nelson was raised in the Santa Clara Valley. 
He earned his Bachelor's degree in journalism from San Jose State Univer- 
sity in 1976. 


Director of Player Development 


Carlos Alfonso enters his fourth year on the Giants’ baseball operations 
staff, and his second as the Director of Player Development. Carlos is chiefly 
responsible for the assignment, evaluation and development of players 
throughout the club's minor league system. Alfonso also makes regular visits 
to the Domincan Republic, where he evaluates potential major league talent. 

Alfonso came to the Giants as Director of Minor League Operations from 
the Houston Astros organization, where he served as manager, coach or 
instructor at every level of the minor league system as well as holding several 
other administrative positions. 

A native of Cuba, Alfonso attended the University of South Florida at 
Tampa and became an American citizen in 1970. He pitched in the Astros’ 
and Reds’ farm systems for nine years. Carlos and his wife, Gail, have three 
children and reside in Mesa, Arizona. 


Director of Minor League Operations 


Dave Nahabedian is in his seventh year with the Giants, his second in his 
current role, in which he supervises the administration of the farm system, 
“Naha’ first joined the Giants as an administrative assistant in baseball oper- 
ations in 1982-83, then left to become the assistant basketball coach at Chap- 
man College for two years before returning as assistant director of minor 
leagues and scouting in 1986. 

Born in Fairfax County, Virginia, Naha was raised in Orange County, 
California, where he graduated from Tustin High School in 1977. Dave 
attended San Francisco State University where he majored in Physical Edu- 
cation, while also Serving as an assistant basketball coach for two seasons

Director of Scouting 


Larry Harper is in his first year as the Giants’ Director of Scouting, after 
spending one year as the Giants scout for Southern California and the previ- 
ous eight years in a variety of baseball and community-related endeavors. 

Larry recently spearheaded a baseball program at Cal Baptist College in 
Riverside, California, leading the Lancers to the playoffs in both his years 
as head coach (1987-1988). The Southern California native spent the year 
prior with the Los Angeles Dodgers as a part-time scout and bullpen catcher. 
From 1982 to 1983, he was the Assistant Baseball Coach at Cal Poly Pomona, 
followed by a two-year stint in the same capacity at Cal State Los Angeles. 

Harper, 30, is a graduate of Cal Poly Pomona with degrees in both finance 
and real estate, and is currently finishing his masters degree in education. 
He's been active in non-profit corporations offering under-privileged kids the 
opportunity to attend baseball camps, and has produced two baseball 
videos, along with authoring many published articles on baseball. Larry is 
single and lives in Redwood Shores. 


Executive Vice President 


Corey Busch is in his twelfth year with the Giants and his eighth as the 
club's top executive for oversight and administration of all non-playing depart- 
ments, including club operations, fiscal affairs, governmental relations, 
broadcasting and stadium matters. He was formerly a press secretary to the 
late San Francisco Mayor George Moscone and served as his aide when 
Moscone was a State Sentator. Busch, 40, is active in a variety of San Fran- 
cisco civic and political affairs. 

He is a graduate of the University of California at Los Angeles. Corey and 
his wife, Anne, have two children and make their home in San Francisco. 


Senior Vice President 


Pat Gallagher has been with the Giants since 1976 and is in his ninth year 
supervising all of the club's sales and marketing affairs, including the Giants’ 
advertising, promotions, season and group ticket sales and retail operations. 
He is a former executive with Marine Worid/Africa USA and Sea World theme 
parks. Gallagher is active in Major League Baseball business affairs and 
serves on the Board of Major League Baseball Properties. Pat, along with 
his wife, Joan, are also active in a variety of local civic and charitable 
endeavors. 

Anative of Chicago, Pat attended San Diego State University. He and his 
wife have one son and reside in Atherton, California. 


Vice President, Stadium Operations/Security 


Jorge Costa begins his second year with the Giants, after a successful — 
and eventful —first year, in which his efforts for improvements of transit and 
alleviation of traffic congestion were recognized with an award from the 
Metropolitan Transportation Commission. Costa, 39, supervises operation 
and maintenance of Candlestick Park's facilites and stadium security. He 
oversees all full-time operations staff, as well as day-of-game personnel, 
including security guards, ushering staff, ticket takers and groundskeepers. 

He previously served as the Commissioner's West Coast liaison for 
stadium operations and security and was chief of operations at the Oakland 
Coliseum for eight years. A native of Portugal, Costa is a 1973 graduate of 
St. Mary's College in Moraga.

Robert Grayson is in his third year with the Giants, overseeing all fiscal 
policies and procedures, the accounting staff and retail financial operations.

RULES OF INTEREST 


PLAYER LIMITS: 40 until Opening Day, when the number must be reduced to 
25 until September 1, when it again becomes 40. 


QUALIFYING MARKS: To qualify for the batting championship a player must 
have a minimum of 502 plate appearances. To qualify for earned run average 
leadership a pitcher must have al least 162 innings pitched, 


DETERMINING SLUGGING PERCENTAGE: Divide the total bases of all hits by 
the total times at bat (at bats do not include walks, sacrifices, hit by pitches, or times 
awarded first base because of interference or obstruction). 


DETERMINING ON BASE PERCENTAGE: Add the total of hits, walks, and hit by 
pitches and divide by the total of at-bats, walks, hit by pitches, and sacrifice flies. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive-game hitting streak 
shall not be terminated if all the player's plate appearances (one or more) result 
in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference or a sacrifice bunt. The 
streak shall terminate if the player has a sacrifice fly and no hit. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME PLAYING STREAK: A consecutive-game playing streak 
shall be extended if the player plays one half-inning on defense, or if he completes 
a time at bat by reaching base or being put out. A pinch-running appearance only 
shall not extend the streak, If a player is ejected from a game by an umpire before 
he can comply with the requirements of this rule, his streak shall continue. 


TRADES: Trades can be made without restriction from the first day following the 
close of the championship season to August 1, From August 1 to the close of the 
season, Major League waivers are required. 


WAIVERS: Waivers must be acquired for an outright assignment of a player toa 
minor league club. Players claimed on waivers are available in reverse order of 
standings, at the time waivers expire, if more than 30 days after the start of the sea- 
son. Otherwise, in reverse order of standings at close of preceding season. 


DETERMINING THE MAGIC NUMBER: Determine the number of games yel to 
be played, add one, then subtract the number of games ahead in the loss column 
of the standings from the closest opponent. 


DETERMINING A “MAJOR LEAGUE YEAR”: 172 days constitute a full year in 
the Major Leagues. 


RELIEF PITCHERS’ SAVE RULE: A pitcher is credited with a Save when he 
meets all three of the following conditions: 1) He is the finishing pitcher in a game 
won by his club, and, 2) he is not the winning pitcher, and, 3) he qualifies under

ROOKIE RULE: The Baseball Writers Association of America considers a player 
a rookie unless during the previous season or seasons he has a) exceeded 130 
at-bats or 50 innings pitched in the Major Leagues, or, b) accumulated more than 
45 days on the active roster of a Major League club, excluding military service, dur- 
ing the 25-man limit. The 25-player limit is in effect from Opening Day through 
August 31,

The Giants have twice hit five home runs in one inning, a Major League 
record. On August 23, 1961, five San Francisco Giants homered in a 12-run, ninth- 
inning explosion against the Cincinnati Reds. Orlando Cepeda, Felipe Alou, Jim 
Davenport, Willie Mays and John Orsino all homered at Crosley Field. That tied 
the record set by the New York Giants on June 6, 1939 (fourth inning) vs. Cincin- 
nati and later tied by the Philadelphia Phillies on June 2, 1949 (eighth inning) vs. 
Cincinnati, The only American League team to hit five HRs in an inning was Min- 
nesota on June 9, 1966 vs. Kansas City.

CANDLESTICK PARK GROUND RULES 


1. A ball hitting either foul pole or the attached screens above the black ring 
painted on the poles is a home run. A ball hitting foul pole below black ring or hit- 
ting top of fence and bounding onto playing field is in play. A fair ball bounding 
into stands or over fence is a two-base hit. 


2. A thrown ball that goes beind the backstop screen is one base, if it was thrown 
by the pitcher from the rubber. All other overthrows are two bases. 


3. A ball going over fence under the screen attached to foul poles is a home run. 


CANDLESTICK’S JumboTRON 


Candlestick Park's video display board made its debut on Opening Day in 1987 
as part of the stadium's $30 million renovation project. 

The centerpiece of the $45 million ensemble is the Sony JumbolRON, a 
24-by-42-foot video screen, which is the first of its kind ever installed in an Ameri- 
‘can baseball stadium. The board is composed of more than 100,000 "Trini-lites;: 
each the size of a deck of playing cards. Every Trini-lite has three color-emitting 
sections—red, blue and green—and requires eight watts of power, The picture is 
supplied by three cameras, behind home plate and at the end of each dugout, 
as well as video feeds from telecasts within the stadium and satellite coverage of 
other games and events. 

A complete state-of-the-art video editing suite, located at the outfield end of the 
me Box in lett field, is fully equipped to produce highlights, features and special 

ects. 

The Giants also operate JumboTRON and the message board for Forty-Niners 
football games,

OLDEST SPRING RIVALRY 


The Giants’ 1989 Cactus League schedule includes four games with the Cleve- 
land Indians, in a continuation of the longest Spring Training rivalry in existence. 
Since 1934, the Giants and.Indians have played a total of 518 exhibition games. 
The Giants lead the series 270-239, with nine games ending in ties. 


GIANTS TELEVISION-RADIO 


A record number of Giants game broadcasts are available to a wider 
audience than ever before in 1990, with satellite delivery of more than 100 
telecasts, plus the full 162-game, regular season schedule for KNBR radio, 
KLOK Spanish radio and the Giants radio network. 

This season marks the debut of the Giants’ affiliation with the cable net- 
work Bay Area SportsChannel. Beginning with its presentation of Cand- 
lestick’s Opening Night excitement, SportsChannel will air 45 Giants home 
games, plus 10 Giants road contests. Returning to the cable waves to call 
the action are Joe Morgan and Duane Kuiper. 

Kuiper also joins Ron Fairly and Hank Greenwald on 47 road and three 
home telecasts over KTVU Channel 2 and the Giants Television Network, 
which includes stations covering Reno, Sacramento, Salinas-Monterey and 
Fresno-Visalia. This is KTVU's 29th year as the Giants flagship television 
station. Both KTVU and SportsChannel telecasts are produced by the San 
Francisco Giants Broadcast Services Department. 

Moving over to radio, Hank and Ron team up for all 162 regular season 
games, as well as selected exhibition contests. KNBR-AM (680 AM), the 
50,000 watt powerhouse, is entering its twelfth year as the flagship of the 
Giants Radio Network, which stretches from Fresno to the Oregon border 


and Honolulu to Reno.

Hank Greenwald Ron Fairly Duane Kuiper Joe Morgan 


Hank Greenwald returns as the Giants play-by-play voice on KNBR and 
KTVU. Hank was the voice of the Giants from 1979-86 before departing for 
a two-year stint with the New York Yankees radio team, A 1957 graduate of 
Syracuse University, Hank has done radio play-by-play of University of San 
Francisco Dons basketball, Syracuse football, Hawaii Islanders Pacific Coast 
League baseball and Golden State Warriors NBA basketball. Hank has also 
served as the press box public address announcer for the last seven Super 
Bowls, 

Ron Fairly returns for his fourth year in the Giants radio booth. The former 
first baseman-outfielder also spent eight years calling the action for the 
California Angels radio and cable broadcasts, following his retirement from 
active playing in 1978. Fairly’s Major League career spanned 21 years with 
six teams and he appeared in four World Series and two All-Star games. 

Joe Morgan is back for his fifth year as the play-by-play anchor of the 
Giants cable broadcasts, his sixth as a Major League broadcaster since his 
retirement as an active player in 1984. Elected to the Hall of Fame this year 
in his first year of eligibility, Joe will be inducted in Cooperstown August 5. 
Morgan began his announcing career with the Cincinnati Reds in 1985, and 
has also announced games for ESPN's College World Series. Joe has 
worked on selected ABC “Monday Night Baseball” telecasts, and drew rave 
reviews nationwide as the color analyst for the 1988 American League 
Championship Series and as a commentator for the 1989 World Series tel- 
ecasts, both on ABC. Morgan is a member of ESPN's primary announcing 
team in this, their first year of baseball game coverage. 

Duane Kuiper returns for his fourth season as Morgan's partner in the 
cable booth (first year with SportsChannel), and his third year as a mem- 
ber of the KTVU broadcast team. The former infielder spent the last four 
years of his career with the Giants, after seven seasons with the Cleveland 
Indians. After retiring in 1985, Kuiper provided commentary on Giants radio 
and TV broadcasts through the end of that season. From 1982 to 1985, he 
hosted the “Duane Kuiper Show,’ a post-game feature on KNBR radio. 


SPANISH RADIO 


Spanish-speaking Giants fans in the Bay Area can tune in to 1170-AM 
KLOK, the Spanish outlet for all Giants home and road games for the sec- 
ond year in a row. 

With an output of 50,000 watts, KLOK is the most powerful Spanish lan- 
guage flagship station in Giants history. 

Julio Gonzales, one of the game's best known Spanish language play- 
by-play voices, will anchor the Giants’ Spanish broadcasts for 1990, while 
former Giants’ second baseman Tito Fuentes will team with Gonzales, 
providing color commentary, pre-game and post-game coverage.

After joining the Giants Spanish broadcasts in Spring Training, 1988, Gon- 
zales was an immediate hit with the listeners. Prior to joining the Giants’ 
Spanish broadcast team, Gonzales was the Spanish-language voice of the 
Oakland Ass. A native of Nicaragua who came to the U.S. at the age of 11, 
he received broadcast training from City College of San Francisco and San 
Francisco State University. 

Fuentes is in his fifth season on the Giants Spanish-language broadcast 
crew, handling the pre-game, post-game and color commentary chores for 
KLOK. A former Major League second baseman who played for the Giants 
from 1965 through 1974, Tito also played with San Diego, Detroit and Oak- 
land. A lifetime .268 hitter over his 13-year career, he was voted the second 
baseman on the Dream Team for the Giants’ first 25 years by San Francisco 
fans in 1982.
